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Ambulance service faces possible legal action if it fails to improve 

WARNING GOES 
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UNDERSTAFFING, delayed re¬ 
sponse times, and failing to pre¬ 
vent abuse were among the chief 
concerns voiced by a health 
watchdog, as inspectors warned 
the South East Coast Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (SECAmb) 
must “make improvements” or 
face potential legal action. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) issued the embattled trust 
the dire warning this week and 
gave SECAmb until September 10 
to improve. If it does not improve 
by then, the service could have its 
remit narrowed, or it could face le¬ 
gal action, a CQC inspection man¬ 
ager warned. 

The warning comes after a se¬ 
ries of red flags were raised over 
the trust’s governance in recent 
months. 

In October 2015, inspectors from 
health regulator Monitor criti¬ 
cised the trust for being “poorly 
managed”. 

In March, auditors from Deloitte 
carried out a review into SECAmb 
after an NHS pilot scheme was 
trialled with the trust. Inspectors 
found “fundamental failures in 


governance” and that ambulance 
dispatch times were delayed. 

Inspectors also found that 
then-chief executive of the trust 
Paul Sutton had signed off on the 
“re-triaging” of emergency calls - 
effectively restarting the clock for 
the purposes of logging response 


times. 

Two months later Mr Sutton 
took a “mutually-agreed leave of 
absence”. 

Following the inspection in May, 
the CQC highlighted six main are¬ 
as of concern. They were: 

• The systems in place to ensure

enough staff are employed and 
deployed appropriately are not ef¬ 
fective. 

• NHS 111 calls are not always 
responded to in a timely and effec¬ 
tive manner.

• Safeguarding processes to pre¬ 
vent abuse of service users are not 
operated effectively 

• The systems in place for medi¬ 
cines management are not operat¬ 
ed safely and effectively. 

• Governance arrangements in¬ 
cluding systems to assess, monitor 
and improve the quality and safety 
of the services are not operated ef¬ 
fectively

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DRUG-FUELLED violence, in¬ 
adequate access to treatment 
for substance misusers and 
understaffed rehabilitation 
programmes make prisons like 
HMP High Down “unacceptably 
violent and dangerous places”, 
according to the government’s 
chief prison inspector. 

Chief inspector of prisons 
Peter Clarke’s report, published 
today, July 19, corroborated a 
previous report by High Down’s 
independent monitoring board 
(IMB) and vindicated the father 
of a former inmate who spoke 
exclusively to the Epsom Guard¬ 
ian earlier this year. 

In a report published in April, 
the prison’s IMB concluded that 
the atmosphere in High Down 
had become “more volatile” 
since its 2015 report. 

The father, who spoke on the 
condition of anonymity, told this 
newspaper that he feared over¬ 
crowding, poor hygiene and a 
lack of exercise and rehabilita¬ 
tion were turning his son into a 
“nutcase”. 

In his report Mr Clarke found 


that High Down prisoners’ daily 
regimes were “impoverished” 
with daily exercise periods last¬ 
ing only 30 minutes. 

This is just half of the hour- 
long recreational break expected 
by the inspectorate. 

He also found that prisoners 
were only able to access show¬ 
ers and telephones two or three 
times a week, and that many 
prisoners did not have access to 
a radio. 

Despite rehabilitation and ac¬ 
tivities programmes being avail¬ 
able, recruitment delays, staff 
sickness and lack of staff meant 
that “the advertised programme 
was unworkable, and sessions 
were cancelled every day”. 

Drugs - specifically synthetic 
cannabis strains such as Spice 
and Black Mamba - were of par¬ 
ticular cause for concern in the 
report, with officers struggling 
to put a stop to their flow into 
prisons. 

Mr Clarke wrote: “Their use 
can be linked to attacks on other 
prisoners and staff, self-inflict¬ 
ed deaths, serious illness and 
life-changing self-harm.” 

He added that in contrast to 
“most prisons”, which offered 
“effective and appropriate psy¬ 
chosocial drug services to sub-

Geraint Davies, acting chief 
executive of SECAmb, said the 
trust was “sorry for not provid¬ 
ing the service that the commu¬ 
nities we serve should expect 
and deserve”. 

He added: “Along with the rest 
of the trust’s executive team, 
our priority now is to focus on 
addressing the issues which the 
CQC has highlighted. 

“We know that there is a lot 
that the trust needs to do to im¬ 


prove compliance with a num¬ 
ber of systems and processes to 
ensure the safety of our patients. 

“My aim is to restore public 
confidence and faith in our ser¬ 
vice.” 

Elizabeth Kershaw, the CQC’s 
inspection manager for hospi¬ 
tals south east said: “If upon 
re-inspection we find a trust has 
failed to make the improvements 
required as a result of us serv¬ 
ing a warning notice, there are 
a number of actions that we can 


take. This could include impos¬ 
ing conditions on a trust’s reg¬ 
istration to restrict or prevent it 
from providing certain aspects 
of its services. 

“In very serious cases we 
could prosecute a trust or in¬ 
stitute special administration. 
However, in taking any further 
action, the impact on patients is 
the key consideration.” 

The CQC will publish a full 
report of its inspection findings 
into SECAmb in due course.

stance misusers”, High Down 
provided “poor services and 
inadequate access to group sup¬ 
port for some prisoners.” 

Mr Clarke did however note 
that staff at High Down had act¬ 
ed on advice from the Prisons 
and Probation Ombudsman, a 
watchdog that investigates all 
deaths in custody, and comment¬ 
ed that “staff dealt with prison¬ 
ers in crisis compassionately 
and patiently”. 

Ministry of Justice figures re¬ 
leased in February showed four 
prisoners died in High Down in 
2015, including one by suicide. 

In the introduction to his first 
report since taking over as chief 
prisons inspector in February 
this year, Mr Clarke wrote: “I 
have found that the grim situa¬ 
tion referred to by Nick Hard¬ 
wick in his report last year has 
not improved and in some key 
areas it has, if anything, become 
even worse. 

“What I have seen is that, de¬ 
spite the sterling efforts of many 
who work in the Prison Service 
at all levels, there is a simple and 
unpalatable truth about far too 
many of our prisons. 

“They have become unaccept¬ 
ably violent and dangerous plac¬ 
es. 

“A large part of this violence 
is linked to the harm caused by 
new psychoactive substances.” 

Andrew Neilson, director 
of campaigns at the Howard 
League for Penal Reform, said: 
“This report is clear evidence 
of why prisons need reform and 
why the agenda that was led by 
Michael Gove should be re-dou¬ 
bled under the new Secretary of 
State, Elizabeth Truss.” 

A Ministry of Justice spokes¬ 
man said: “We take a zero toler¬ 
ance approach to drugs in our 
prisons and use sniffer dogs, cell 
searches and mandatory drugs 
tests to find them. 

“We have already legislated 
to make smuggling new psycho¬ 
active substances into prison 
illegal and those caught trying 
to throw packages over prison 
walls can now face up to two 
years in jail. 

“However, we must do more, 
which is why we are investing 
£1.3 billion to transform the 
prison estate, to better support 
rehabilitation and tackle bully¬ 
ing, violence and drugs.”

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Plea to new transport secretary as Govia Railway crisis deepens 

Grayling urged to deal 
with ‘mismanagement’ 
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THE new transport secretary has 
been urged to take action over Go¬ 
via Thameslink Railway’s ‘rock 
bottom’ punctuality ratings a week 
after the rail operator axed hun¬ 
dreds of trains to ease disruption. 

The Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port (RMT) union has demanded 
an urgent meeting with Chris 
Grayling, to address what it 
claimed was ‘gross mismanage¬ 
ment’ of the company 

Govia cut 341 trains a day from 
its Southern franchise’s timeta¬ 
ble last week in a move it claimed 
would offer ‘greater certainty for 
commuters’. 

Despite the introduction of the 
temporary ‘emergency’ timetable, 
38 per cent of Southern trains ran 
late on Sunday. 

Only 51 per cent of trains 
across Govia’s franchises, which 
also include Great Northern and 
Thameslink, arrived on time, with 
73 per cent reaching their destina¬ 
tion within five minutes of their 
scheduled arrival time. 

Southern blames high levels of

staff sickness as well as industri¬ 
al action by the RMT in a dispute 
over the role of conductors. 

Mick Cash, RMT general sec¬ 
retary, said: “Mr Grayling said 
he wants to address the crisis on 
Southern as a priority and the idea 
he can do that without taking full 
account of the views of our mem¬ 
bers working at the sharp end of 
this failing franchise is untenable. 

“The real problems on Govia 
Thameslink remain gross mis¬ 


management, a chronic shortage 
of fleet and capacity and a failure 
to recruit enough staff to fill the 
rosters and diagrams.” 

Southern reinstated 16 trains to 
its emergency timetable following 
the backlash from commuters. 

A Department for Transport 
spokeswoman said: “The current 
situation with Southern is unac¬ 
ceptable and passengers deserve 
a far better service. We have been 
clear that the real solution is for 
the RMT to bring this dispute to 
a close and end the high levels 
of sickness absence amongst its 
members. Improving the situation 
is and will remain a priority” 

Mr Grayling also gave assuranc¬ 
es the issue was “right at the top of 
my agenda”. 

Alex Foulds, Southern’s pas¬ 
senger service director, said: 
“Although we are running fewer 
trains, we are providing greater 
certainty for commuters by con¬ 
centrating our resources on pro¬ 
viding a more reliable and punctu¬ 
al rush hour service.” 

On Friday, rail minister Claire 
Perry stepped down from her po¬ 
sition, telling Parliament she was 
‘falling on my sword’ over South¬ 
ern’s failures. 


‘No plans to 
back away 
from HS2’ 

INCREASING airport capacity, 
pushing ahead with HS2 and 
“sorting out” Southern rail 
will be new transport secretary 
Chris Grayling’s priorities. 

New Prime Minister Theresa 
May appointed Epsom and Ewell 
MP Mr Grayling as her new sec¬ 
retary of state for transport on 
Thursday, July 14. 

Speaking on on BBC Radio 
4’s The World This Weekend on 
Sunday, July 17, Mr Grayling, 
said: “I have no plans to back 
away from the HS2 project. 

“HS2 has always been a capac¬ 
ity project as much as a speed 
project.” 

Mr Grayling said he had not 
decided whether to expand 
Heathrow or Gatwick, but would 
look at the issue “very carefully 
in the coming weeks”. 

“And I can assure everyone 
who is a Southern user that this 
is right at the top of my agenda,” 
he continued. 

“This has got to improve and 
this has got to improve quickly.” 

He was not asked about bring¬ 
ing Oyster to Epsom. 

The Epsom Guardian ap¬ 
proached Mr Grayling for an 
interview. The Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell MP told the paper he would 
not be doing any interviews for 
a while as he was “still taking 
stock”, but would speak to the 
paper “before long”.

The STP will promote trav¬ 
el by bus, bike and foot and 
aims to stop congestion, limit 
pollution and encourage peo¬ 
ple to lead healthier lives. It 
would involve creating more 
cycle routes, more road cross¬ 
ing facilities for pedestrians, 
extending the hours of bus 
services and improving pave¬ 
ments. 

The majority of the fund¬ 
ing will come from the Coast 
to Capital Local Enterprise 
Partnership alongside Rei- 
gate and Banstead Borough 
Council and Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell Borough Council. A final¬ 
ised funding plan is sched¬ 
uled for completion later this 
year. 

SCC is asking for the com¬ 
munity to discuss their ide¬ 
as by completing question¬ 
naires. Public exhibitions 
will be at Banstead Library 
on Thursday, August 4 and 
Saturday, August 6 between 
10am and 4pm. The response 
deadline is Sunday, August

AN EPSOM mother-of-four 
was not lovin’ it when Mc¬ 
Donald’s tried to “bribe” her 
with £20 of vouchers and an 
apology after she found a fin¬ 
gernail in her cheeseburger. 

Becky Crandley, 27, a part- 
time carer from Sefton Road, 
Epsom, had been hoping to 
enjoy a quick meal at the 
chain’s branch in Epsom 
High Street with children 
Harley, nine, Lacey, six, Tom¬ 
my, five, and Daisy May, two, 
after a hospital appointment 
on Tuesday, July 5. 

As she dug into her cheese¬ 
burger and her children ate 
their Happy Meals, Ms Crand¬ 
ley discovered something 
sharp in the burger. Tests by 
McDonald’s food technicians 
have since confirmed that the 
“foreign object” in her burg¬ 
er was indeed a fingernail. 

Ms Crandley said: “I bit 
into the cheeseburger and I 
felt something sharp in my 
mouth so I spat it out and 


realised it was a fingernail. 
I could see the teeth marks 
where it had been bitten off. 

“I was disgusted by it. I 
took it to the counter to show 
them, but they tried to say it 
was just a piece of plastic. 

“They acted as if they 
thought it was OK for a bit of 
plastic to be in there. 

“My two-year-old could 
have eaten that and she 
wouldn’t have known to take 
it out of her mouth.” 

Disgusted, Ms Crandley 
contacted the chain’s custom¬ 


er service team and despite 
telling them she would never 
eat at McDonald’s again, was 
sent £20 of vouchers. 

She said: “I found it really 
rude and consider [the vouch¬ 
ers] a bribe to keep me quiet. 

“I rang them back and told 
them I’m disgusted that you 
have sent me vouchers when 
I have said I would never eat 
there again.” 

Ms Crandley added her ex¬ 
perience has made her wary 
of eating at any fast-food out¬ 
let. 


She said “I went for an all- 
you-can-eat Chinese takea¬ 
way last weekend and I went 
picking through my food 
- but I shouldn’t have to do 
that.” 

Aida Mutapcic, assistant 
customer services manager 
for McDonald’s UK, sent Ms 
Crandley a written apology 
letter and £20 in McDonald’s 
vouchers. 

The letter read: “I’m sorry 
you were disappointed. 

“We’ve heard back from 
our food technology labora¬ 
tory, and we’ve found that the 
foreign object in your meal 
was identified as a piece of 
fingernail. We found no rea¬ 
son how it could have made 
its way there and we take 
measures to prevent this at 
every stage when we prepare 
your food. 

“The quality of our prod¬ 
ucts and the wellbeing of 
customers is very important 
to us. All our products are 
stored, prepared and cooked 
to exact instructions and 
we also closely monitor our 
suppliers to ensure that they 
meet the high standards you 
and we expect.” 


BATHROOM BLAZE: A family 
were woken by an explosion to 
find their bathroom ablaze in the 
early hours of the morning. Fire¬ 
fighters from Banstead, Epsom 
and Sutton fire stations were 
called to the house in Garratts 
Lane, Banstead at about 3.20am 
on Tuesday.

A TEN-YEAR programme to 
bring a vibrant urban quar¬ 
ter, a renovated shopping 
centre, a simplified road sys¬ 
tem and a new riverside park 
to Leatherhead that could 
cost about £200 million has 
been approved. 

Mole Valley District coun¬ 
cillors approved the final 
masterplan for the Trans¬ 
form Leatherhead project at 
a meeting of the executive on 
Tuesday. 

Nearly 3,000 people and 
groups including Leather¬ 
head Residents’ Association, 
businesses, the chamber 
of commerce and charities 
voiced contributed as part of 
a year-long consultation. 

The project includes plans 
to create a new urban quar¬ 
ter at Bull Hill and Red House 
Gardens, renovate the Swan 
Centre and create a riverside 
park near Claire and James 
House in Bridge Street. 

Nick Gray, the deputy 
chief executive of the coun¬ 
cil’s strategic management 


team, said the project’s suc¬ 
cess would depend on fund¬ 
ing bids approved by Coast 
to Capital local enterprise 
partnership - a partnership 
between local authorities and 
businesses in south London, 
Surrey and Sussex. 

The masterplan is split 
into four main projects. The 
council will need to secure 
funding for each project indi¬ 
vidually. 

Councillors gave the pro¬ 
ject the green light, but 
warned the framework of the 
plans would need to be updat¬ 
ed in due course. Cllr Marga¬ 
ret Cooksey raised concerns 


over traffic issues, disabled 
accessibility and sports, and 
the flood risk arising from 
developments on the banks 
of the River Mole. 

She said: “If a lot of money 
is going to be spent on it, the 
issue of flooding needs to be 
dealt with very early. 

“If we are going to be en¬ 
couraging more people to get 
in and out of the town centre, 
addressing traffic issues is 
pretty crucial. Other things 
need to be addressed before 
it is accepted. Otherwise we 
are throwing away a once- 
in-a-lifetime opportunity to 
transform Leatherhead.” 


CITIZEN SUPPORT: Residents 
were able to assist with the 
arrest of two suspected bike 
and jewellery thieves.

Of¬ 
ficers were able to carry out two 
arrests shortly afterwards. 

CHILD PORN: An Epsom man 
has admitted making nearly 
100 indecent images of a child. 
Jonathan Morris, 41, of The 
Hawthorns, Epsom, pleaded 
guilty to three counts of “mak¬ 
ing” indecent photographs of 
children at Redhill Magistrates’ 
Court on Monday, July 18. Mr 
Morris admitted making 98 pic¬ 
tures between October 30, 2014 
and April 10, 2015 in Worcester 
Park. He was remanded on 
unconditional bail and will next 
appear at Redhill Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday, August 19. 

LIFT RESCUE: Two teenage 
girls were rescued from a lift 
in Epsom this week. The two 
18-year-olds were trapped in the 
lift in East Street, Epsom for 45 
minutes before firefighters re¬ 
leased them at about 9.50pm on 
Monday, July 18. A spokesman 
from Epsom fire station said:

Home now ‘under-occupied’ according to trust 

Eviction due after 
mother’s death

A PENSIONER is fighting being evict¬ 
ed from his home after the death of his 
mother more than 18 months ago. 

Bernard Parkes, 65, lives with his 
son and daughter in a three-bedroom 
house in Hatch Gardens, Tadworth and 
is embroiled in a civil case with land¬ 
lords Raven Housing Trust. 

After his mother died in November 
2014, Mr Parkes, a retired postman, 
says he was assured he could stay at 
the house despite there being only two 
people living in a three-bedroom house 
at the time. He claims he was later told 
he must leave despite his son moving in 
with him. 

Raven Housing Trust, a social land¬ 
lord that operates in Surrey and Sus¬ 
sex, advise that there are currently 
“almost 200 families in this area who 
may be homeless or overcrowded and 
in need of a three-bedroom property”. 

A spokesman for the Trust said that 
Raven had offered Mr Parkes four al¬ 
ternative two-bedroom properties - all 
of which he had turned down. 

Mr Parkes said: “Immediately after 
my mother’s death I wanted some re¬ 
assurance, and they gave me that, but 
then suddenly changed tack.

“It is unacceptable to treat someone 
like this - especially one of their long¬ 
est serving tenants. 

“It would be a big blow to lose my 
home at my age, and for my daughter. 

“She doesn’t want to move. She could 
be miles away from her place of work 
(Tadworth Leisure Centre).” 

A Raven Housing Trust spokesman 
said: “Mr Parkes has a discretionary 
right to succeed to his mother’s tenan¬ 
cy. Our policy is to ensure that we offer 
an appropriate sized property in these 
circumstances. The current property 
has three bedrooms and is larger than 
the household needs.”

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Parent critical of lack of consultation on alternative options 

School bus cancelled 
ahead of the new term

PUPILS in far-flung towns 
and villages of a Leatherhead 
school’s catchment area will be 
forced to look for new ways of 
getting to school after the sud¬ 
den scrapping of a bus service. 

The 676 bus service, which 
takes students from Walton on 
the Hill, Langley Vale, Ashtead 
and other areas to Therfield 
School in Dilston Road, Leath¬ 
erhead, will be withdrawn at the 
end of the school year tomorrow, 
Friday, July 22. 

In a letter informing the 
school of the withdrawal, Val 
Sexton, senior transport officer 
at Surrey County Council, wrote 
that between five and eight pu¬ 
pils regularly used the 676 bus 
and suggested alternative travel 
options for the students affected. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said this made it fi¬ 
nancially unsustainable to con¬ 
tinue tendering the service out 
to bus operator Edward Thomas 
& Son. 

Therfield School said it had

not been consulted over the 
changes prior to being told the 
contract with Edward Thomas & 
Son was set to end. 

Glenn Sturgess, a parent of 
two boys at the school, believes 
parents should have been con¬ 
sulted and alternatives to scrap¬ 
ping the service should have 
been explored. 

His son Fin, 15, who is in Year 


10 at Therfield School, and his 
son Dylan, 11, who is due to start 
there in September, were due to 
take the 676 service. On July 8 
Mr Sturgess received a letter an¬ 
nouncing the service would be 
withdrawn. 

Mr Sturgess, a copywriter 
from Overdale, Ashtead, said: 
“Dylan’s really looking forward 
to starting secondary school. 
At 11 he should be making deci¬ 
sions for himself, like getting the 
bus, but this has taken that away 
from him.” 

Mr Sturgess believes some 
parents will struggle financially 
if they have to pay for their chil¬ 
dren’s train fares. 

A county council spokesman 
said: “Unfortunately the usage 
of this service is reducing, mak¬ 
ing it unsustainable to run, with 
supporting bus services across 
the county costing us more than 
£8m per year, at a time when we 
are facing an unprecedented de¬ 
mand for services and a reduc¬ 
tion in government funding. 

“We are looking at the possi¬ 
bility of diverting existing ser¬ 
vices and all transport options 
will be on our website in the 
very near future.”

SUPPORTERS of Harri¬ 
son’s Fund, a charity fighting 
Duchenne muscular dystrophy 
(DMD), donned blue wigs and 
abseiled down the Epsom Downs 
racecourse grandstand. 

Together with supporters from 
New Zealand, the group raised 
more than £32,600 for the Sur¬ 
rey-based charity. 

Sylvia Hallahan, of Harrison’s 
Fund, said: “We’ve had such a 
great response to this year’s cam¬ 
paign and everyone is being so 
creative with how they go blue. 
We are so grateful to everyone’s 
support and would like to thank 
everyone who helped us to reach 
this phenomenal amount.” 

The abseil on June 26, which 
was also attended by MP Chris 
Grayling and author Nick Taus¬ 
sig, whose two boys have DMD, 
was part of an international day 
of awareness about fundraising 
for the Surrey charity called 
Blue Hair Day. 

Blue Hair Day was created to 
encourage people to wear the 
hairpieces out of support for 


those who suffer from DMD, 
which is fatal. 

The money raised through last 
month’s events will go towards 
funding a Research Physiother¬ 
apist, based at Great Ormond 
Street Hospital in St Pancras, 
London. 

Ms Hallahan said: “This post 
will support and evaluate pa¬ 
tients who are on Duchenne 
clinical trials, helping the re¬ 
searchers to assess the success 
of potential treatments. We have 


already funded this post for the 
first year so it is great that we 
can continue this for year two” 

Alex and Donna Smith found¬ 
ed the charity after their son, 
Harrison, was diagnosed with 
DMD in 2011. 

The charity works to fund re¬ 
searchers who are still searching 
for a cure for the disease. 

It is rare, with only one in 3,500 
boys born with it in the UK. Typ¬ 
ically, those diagnosed live for 20 
years.

It might not seem the ideal way 
of getting on the property ladder 
but for more and more young 
people, it is the only way to make 
the move. OnTheMarket.com 
considers shared ownership 

Getting a foot on the property 
ladder has become increasingly 
difficult for first time buyers and 
as a result shared ownership 
has become popular. Eligibility 
rules have recently been relaxed 
and in London alone - where the 
new London Mayor Sadiq Khan 
has pledged to extend shared 
ownership - an extra 175,000 
people now qualify for it. "It is 
the only option for some young 
people, so it is not surprising that 
the scheme has been expanded," 
explains estate agent Robin Innis. 

There is a wealth of information 
about shared ownership on sites 
such as sharetobuy.com and 
below is a guide to what you need 
to know about the scheme: 

1) Under shared ownership 
you buy a share of a property - 
between 25 per cent and 75 per 
cent - from a housing association. 
You then pay the housing 
association an 'affordable rent', 
which is significantly less than a 
commercial rent, on the portion of 
the property you do not own. 

2 ) There is a set of eligibility 
criteria for shared ownership 
schemes. First time buyers qualify 


but if your household is earning 
more than £80,000 a year, or 
£90,000 a year in London, you are 
not eligible. 

3 ) Even if you have owned 
property in the past, you could still 
be eligible for a shared ownership 
scheme in certain circumstances, 
for example, if you are recently 
divorced. Over 55s can take 
advantage of the OPSO scheme 
(older people's shared ownership 
scheme). The scheme can also be 
used by couples wishing to move 
to a larger property after having 
children. 

4 ) You will need to put down 
a deposit - usually 10 per cent 
- on the share of the property 
you have decided to buy. You will 
also be liable for stamp duty, 
conveyancing fees and other costs 
associated with home ownership. 

5 ) You should be able to take 
out a mortgage, subject to the 
normal credit checks by the 
lender on your shared ownership 
property, just as you would on a 
property you had bought outright. 

6 ) Properties available through 
the shared ownership scheme 
are leasehold and, in most cases, 
are new build or relatively new 
developments in a cluster of other 
shared ownership properties. 

You may have to pay service 
charges for the maintenance of 
the common parts on top of your 


rental and mortgage payments. 

7 ) Once you have a foot on 
the property ladder through 
the shared ownership scheme, 
you can steadily increase your 
stake in the housing market 
by increasing the proportion 
of your property which you 
own outright. By a process 
known as 'staircasing', you can 
theoretically increase your share 
from 25 per cent to 50 per cent 
to 75 per cent until you own the 
property outright. 


8 ) If you do get to own your 
home outright, you can sell it at 
your discretion - although the 
housing association must be 
given first refusal. Otherwise if 
you decide to move but still own 
only a share of the property, the 
housing association will put it up 
for resale and find a buyer. 

9 ) The single biggest attraction 
of shared ownership is financial. 
You will be able to get a foot on 
the housing ladder sooner than 
you otherwise would have done. 


You are also likely to find yourself 
in a community of like-minded 
people who have chosen the 
shared ownership option for the 
same reasons. 

10 ) On the downside, because 
you do not own the property 
outright, you will not be able 
to make the kind of alterations 
that you might want without 
the permission of the housing 
association, which acts as your 
landlord. You will be part-owner 
and part-tenant without the 


independence that comes with 
outright ownership. 

The shared ownership scheme 
will not suit everyone and you will 
need to do your sums carefully 
before taking the plunge, just 
as you would if you were buying 
a property outright. But for 
Generation Rent, it offers an 
exciting alternative path to home 
ownership.

British actor Riz Ahmed is a newcomer 
to the Bourne franchise and plays CIA 
tech specialist Aaron Kalloor. 

He told us: "I love these films. I've always 
wanted to work with Paul Greengrass - 
the things he stands for. 

"To me, he always seems to make 
intelligent movies. I knew when they were 
going to revive the franchise that it wasn't 
just about trying to make money. 

"They put a lot of thought behind it and 
thought long and hard about where they 
can bring some freshness to it and they 
really have. 

"The world of spycraft and espionage 
has changed drastically since the last 
in the series of films. It is right that we 
reinvestigate that." 

Matt Damon has clearly 
been vital to the films' success 
JHV to date, but just as crucial 
is the input of director Paul 
Greengrass. 

Born in Cheam and raised 
in Gravesend (where the 
cinema is named after 
him), he first picked up 
a camera while studying 
at Gravesend Grammar 
School. 

He went on to become 
an acclaimed journalist 
and documentary maker 
in the 1980s on the ITV 
current affairs show World 
in Action and penned the 


notorious book Spycatcher, which the 
British government at the time tried to 
ban. 

Talking to us on the Jason Bourne red 
carpet, Harry Potter actor Jason Isaacs 
said: "You can get great scripts, you 
can get great actors, you can get great 
cinematographers and you never know 
when it'll turn out right. 

"But I do know the meeting of Paul 
Greengrass and Matt Damon always 
seems to move the needle in terms of 
action films. Also they don't do pure 
action, they do stuff that is allied to 
character and interesting stories ripped 
from the headlines. Something happens 
when those two sit down to cover stories 
that is watchable." 

He added: "He came from British 
documentary making and he always 
makes films that no matter what the 
budget or what the scale that are as if you 
have been dropped in the middle of chaos 
and makes your heart race. He stimulates 
every part of your senses." 

Isaacs worked with Greengrass on 
2010's Green Zone, which also starred 
Matt Damon - and was partly filmed at 
Sandown Park Racecourse, doubling for 
Baghdad airport - and was effusive about 
the experience. 

He said: "He is endlessly interesting. 

You have to leave all of your normal 
skillset behind. He is not interested in 
what people normally do. He tells stories 
in a completely different way. 

"People ape the end the result but what 
they are missing is his process and his 
process is that of an incredibly smart, 
incredibly intuitive storyteller." 

Jason Bourne is out Wednesday, July 27.

If you saw Kevin McCloud stood 
outside the new-look Tara Theatre 
in Earlsfield gesticulating, it would 
make complete sense. 

After a £2.7million, the old 
Edwardian building in Garratt 
Lane would not look out of place 
on Grand Designs. 

Artistic director Jatinder Ver- 
ma, who was one of the five young 
Wandsworth residents who found¬ 
ed the Tara Arts theatre group in 
the late 1970s and saw it move 
into the building in 1983, said: 
'The principle thing has been we 
have taken the Mission Hall that 
we inherited - from when Earls¬ 
field Station was built in 1884 - 
and have transformed it into a cul¬ 
tural palace for the 21st century." 

Tara Theatre's redesign has tak¬ 
en inspiration from the traditional 
and the contemporary. 

Ornate antique doors imported 
from India are juxtaposed with 
wood panelling. The Edwardian 
fapade has been maintained, 
with 7,500 of the building original 
bricks reclaimed from the demoli¬ 
tion and reused in the auditorium.

ON INI ROOD: 

CITROEN C4 PICASSO BIOEHD1150 


BACKGROUND: The second 
generation Citroen C4 Picasso 
brought a much needed injection 
of style to the compact five-seater 
MPV market. And did so while 
delivering practical substance as 
part of this most French of People 
Carrying propositions. Especially in 
BlueHDi 150 diesel form. 

It may have been created to go 
head to head with five-seat MPV 
rivals such as the Ford C-MAX and 
the Renault Scenic, but Citroen's 
C4 Picasso feels cut from rather 
different cloth. Emboldened by the 
success of their boutique DS line of 
cars, the French brand has decided 
to inject a measure of style and 
desirability into many of its other 
wares and the C4 Picasso still looks 


like something that's just driven off 
a motor show stand. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: It's 
a clever piece of product design 
and speaks to family buyers who 
need practicality but don't want 
to sacrifice style. That has usually 
meant that they buy crossovers or 
4x4s but these days, a fresh wave 
of increasingly high-concept MPVs 
like this C4 Picasso offer a real 
alternative. 

DESIGN AND BUILD: As before, 
this C4 Picasso is built on what 
Citroen calls its EMP2 platform, 
which has been co-developed with 
Peugeot and, like the Volkswagen 
Group's MQB chassis, is designed 
to be easily customisable to 
different configurations. This 


means that the vast majority of 
forthcoming Peugeot and Citroen 
products will ride on a version of 
these underpinnings. 

Citroen is keen to tell us that 
this platform helps to reduce kerb 
weight — which is clearly going to 
help when it comes to economy 
and emissions. But does that also 
mean the C4 Picasso is a sprightly 
handler? 

Sadly not. There's a fair amount 
of body roll and there's little in 
the way this car is set up that 
gives us too many clues about the 
inherent talent that's latent in the 
chassis. Ride quality isn't at all 
bad, with a slightly taut feel giving 
it a little more alertness than its 
predecessor and Citroen has clearly 



paid a lot of attention to improving 
refinement at speed. And speed 
is certainly in evidence in this top 
diesel BlueHDi 150 model, rest to 
62mph occupying 9.7s on the way 
to 130mph. 

MARKET AND MODEL: This 
revised model keeps the previous 
version's three-tiered light signature 
at the front, which is synonymous 
with Citroen's contemporary design 
language. The grille though, which 
is separated into two parts by the 
body-coloured bumper, has been 
updated and now sports a glossy 
black registration plate mount 
and a second air intake. Plus there 
are smarter 3D-effect rear lights, 
classier 17-inch diamond-cut alloy 
wheels and the option of a black 


two-tone roof. 

Otherwise, it's much as before, 
with clever interior packaging that 
designer Frederic Soubirou is clearly 
proud of. We like the optional 
lounge-style front passenger seat 
that features an extendable footrest 
and massage function. On a more 
practical note, there's a 537-litre 
boot that's 60-litres bigger than 
that of a Ford C-MAX. Slide the rear 
bench forward and you get up to 
630-litres. 

We'll deal with the long 
wheelbase C4 Grand Picasso 
separately, but the standard length 
car features three rear seats that 
can be slid back and forth, reclined 
or folded flat independently of one 
another. What's more, the floor is 


devoid of a raised tunnel, aiding 
utility still further. The side windows 
do angle in fairly sharply which can 
make taller rear seat passengers 
feel a little pinched but other than 
that it's hard to find fault. Materials 
quality in the cabin is smart, with 
classy metal finishes and simple yet 
effective ergonomics, something 
we have rarely been able to say of 
previous Citroens. 

COST: Expect to pay in the 
£24,000 to £27,000 bracket for 
this top BlueHDi 150 diesel variant, 
so you're looking at a premium of 
around £1,200 over the BlueHDi 
120 variant, the next diesel model 
down. That's a fraction more 
than some rivals with comparable 
powerplants.
